Ἢ “οτπδαῖοιι Fost Correspondent 
THURMONT, Maryland, == The joint 
atatement issued by President Jimmy 
Carter, Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin and President Anwar Sadat 
during their first full day of talke 
yesterday at the Camp Devid Sum- 
mut was designed to try to break the 
ice between ‘en Israeli and Egyptian 
leaders. 

The three men may be of different 
religions, but each is deeply religious 
— a fact that has impressed Carter 
ever since he first met individually 
with Sadat and Begin last year. 

For some time, the president has 
felt that their common religious con- 
victions could serve as a springboard 
to a breakthrough in the search for 
peace in the Middle Hast. 

Thus, at this early stage in the 
summit, when everyone ἐ5 atill un- 
easy and uncertain, Carter came to 
the conclusion that a joint religious 
appeal could help the talks get off on 
the right foot. 

Begin, who met _privately with 
Carter for nearly two houra Tueaday 
evening, and Sadat, who spent about 
as much tlme with Carter yesterday 
morning, both agreed that 4 common 
statement, taking the form of a 
prayer. would be worthwhile. 

But it was not merely a religious 
statement. Anything to by the 
three leaders has political 
significance, certainly a formal joint 
statement read by White House 
spokeaman Jody Powell to the 
assembled journalista at the press 
centre here, some 10 km. from Camp 
David.

as summit off to cordial start —

and relaxed atmosphere” and saying that it seemed ta have alreudy 
affected the tone of the actual negotiations. 

U.S. President Jimmy Carter, Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
and Prime Minister Menahem Begin held their first joint meeting _ 
yesterday afternoon, sitting alone without aides, and observers felt 
the speed with which the U.S. president had brought the two ΄. 


protagonists togeth: 


er — after only minimal preparatory meetings — 


was itself an encouraging sign. The meeting lasted over two hours. 


The three men met at the 
president's lodge. Their seasion had 
been preceded by a two-and-a-half- 
hour meeting between Carter and 
Begin — also without aldeza — on 
Tuesday night, and a two-hour- 
CarterSadat session yesterday mor- 


‘The toreign ministers and other top 
aides had met separately and con- 
currently on the same pattern: U.S.- 
Egypt and U.S.-Israel. 

Conference sources were miain- 
taining a blanket of secrecy on the 
content of the deliberations, but they 
seemed to convey the impression 
that the early pleasant rapport 
between all three delegations per- 
tained not only to “atmospherics” 
but also to the substance of the sum- 
mit. 

White House spokesman Jody 
Powell said he would refuse ‘to 
begin engaging in temperature- 
taking at arbitrary times,”’ and thus 
declined even to "characterize’’ the 
initial Carter-Sadat and Carter- 
Begin meetings. But he hinted that 
this effort at news blackout could not 
realistically be maintained for 
longer than ‘‘the first severa! days”’ 
of the summit. Presumably by the 
weekend the parties will want to give 
some indication to the world 88 to 
how they are progressing. 

The Israeli delegation, for ita part, 
15 anxious not to be the first to “leak” 
and thereby Incur the president's 
wrath, But the “Israelis are deter- 
mined not to be left far behind if and 
when the Egyptians — or indeed the 
Americans — begin to put out their 
version of the conference dis- 

Meanwhile, the scores of local and 
foreign newsmen assembled in this 
sleepy Maryland town are making do 
with interviewing each other and 
generating thereby an endless 
stream of speculative copy. 

Amid the welter of confusion and 
knowledgeable-sounding ignorance, 
the authoritative views of Henry 
Kissinger gave American television 
viewers some guidance on what to 
expect. 

Interviewed on NBC on Tuesday 
night. the former secretary of state 
said of the summit: "Δ believe it will 
succeed, I expect it to succeed, and I 
cannot imagine that the president 
would have gone to such risk unless 
he were certain it would succeed." 

Kissinger said the ‘‘consequences 
of failure + would be so serious" to all 
the parties that they had ‘‘a tremen- 
ders! incentive to come to some un- 


jerstanding. 

And the forniér secretary put the 
Camp David conference into what is 
probably its proper perspective, 
broader even than the perspective of 
Middle East events alone, when he 
said: ‘The stakes for the U.S. in- 
volve the ability of the presidency — 
not just this particular president — to 
be seen as capable of conducting a 
strong and successful foreign 
policy...being able to pacify 
situations, being able to keep them 
from getting out of hand.” 

Failure, he warned, “‘could affect 
the policy of such countries as Saudi 
Arabia, that have a major impact on 
our economic future, and would sure- 
ly have an impact on Europe and 
Japan (which) would probably dis- 
sociate themselves from us if there 
should be a crisis which is perceived 
to result from our inability to shape 
event 


CAMP DAVID ; 


On the likely specific outcome of 
Camp David, Kissinger said he ex- 
Pected ‘‘at the minimum a declara- 
tion of principles with an understan- 
ding of what that declaration means 
with respect to certain major 
categories, especially the Sinai, and 
more vagueness with respect to the 
West Bank." Then there could be © 
continued negotiations, on foreign 
minister level, "to {mplement the 
decisions of the summit.” 

Kissinger said he was ‘‘totally op- 
posed” to any stationing of American 
troops on the West Bank because this 
would “lead to Soviet demands that 
they station troops too, and we would 
have a direct confrontation,’ and 
because those troops, stationed un- 
der a settlement “that 1s likely to be 
rejected anyway by the radical Arab 
Countries, would become the focus of 
pressures and we may find ourselves - 
in guerrilla-type actions which would 
Cause us to retaliate.'' Israel, 
moreover, might then criticize the 
U.S. for not retallating energetically 
énough. 

All in all, Kissinger termed the 
Suramit “a daring step," and said he 
was optimistic, ‘because the alter- - 
natives for al) the participants are 
worse than any outcome that I can 
conceive.”

Doctors battle to save leg 


of wounded police sapper

Steve Hilmes, the police sapper 
who was seriously injured in 
Tuesday's bomb blast at a gas depot 
in Jerusalem, was still in a critical 
condition last night at the Shaare 
Zedek hospital. 

The condition of the manager of 
the depot, Mordechai Baron, 48, who 
suffered mainly head injuries and 
was hospitalized at Hadassah, was 
described by a spokesman as slight- 
ly improved.

Elison tells court how he 
gave Yadlin, sister $30,000

TEL AVIV. — Mordechat Elison, the 
former general manager of a Solel 
Boneh subsidiary, testified in 
District Court yesterday that in 1973 
he transferred $30,000 to Mrs. Sara 
Hari, the aister of former Kupat 
Holim head ag rea. τ en- 
courage “good: and obligation’ 
from Kupat Holim in the awarding of 
contracts to his firm. 


The testimony came during the 
trial of Yadlin and his sister on 
charges of receiving a $30,000 bribe. 
Both deny the charges. Elison, 
however, Is not on trial because he 
turned state witness. 


The trial has been advanced so 
that Yadlin — who was sentenced a 
year-and-a-half ago to five years‘ 
imprisonment after being convicted 
on other charges of bribery and tax 
evasion -— may be eligible for 
clemency during the period allotted 
for the State's 30th anniversary. 


Ellison testified before Judge 
Menahem Ian that one of the Solel 
Boneh building company’s sub- 
‘sidlaries —- identified as ““Ami", a 
Hebrew acronym for architects, 
engineers and advisers — had a staff 
of 50 and work was hard to come by 
In 1973, he said. 

Elison reported having frequent 
eontacts then with various Histadrut 
officials, Including Yadlin, to find 
out why this firm was not getting 
local contracts. 

“At one of our meetings." Elison 
testified, “Yadlin asked me ifI could 
help his sister, Sara Herl, who need- 
ed $30,000 to buy out her pertner fa 
the Bituhim insurance company.” 
Elison said he agreed to Yadlin’s 


request in two days. 

m continued that Sara Hari 
then contacted him and they met in 
his office. He said that she gave 
specific instructions on how the 
money was to be transferred to her 
through an uncle of Yehoshua Elias, 
one of the managers of Bituhim, and 
it was to appear as a gift to Elias, 


On a trip to Africa, Elison said that 
he stopped in Geneva and 
transferred the funds from one of 
Solel Boneh's bank accounts to the 
First International Bank in Haifa in 
Elias’ name. Within 10 days of his 
return to Israel, Elison reported 
hearing from Yadlin and his sister 
that the money had been received. 

Prosecutor Avraham Tal asked 
the witness if the ‘‘Ami" relations 
with Kupst Holim improved after 
the transfer. ‘“"Within two months, 
the firm received 4 contract for a 
hozpital in Afula,"* Elizon answered. 
He added that then ““Ami" received 
other contracts, including a laundry 
in Afula and a medica) centre. 

Ellison was asked if be thought that. 
there was some connection between 
the contracts and the money. 
“Yadlin asked me to help his sister 
out," he replied. "I thought that by 
‘giving the money I would create 
goodwill or obligation from Kupat 
Holim towards the firm that I head- 
ed. I thought that Yadlin would do 
his best to give us work contracts."* 

Elison said that the $30,000 was 
sever regarded as a loan or an in- 
veatment. When he left Solel Boneh 
In 1976, the money had not bcen 
returned, he said. 

Ellison will be cross-examined by

Mortgages for olim go up

Mortgages for new immigrants 
will rise by 20 per cent for Jerusalem 
flata bought on the private market 
and by 15 per cent in the rest of the 
country starting September 15, un- 
der an agreement worked out 
between the Absorption Ministry and 
the Treasury. 

The increases granted by the 
Treasury partially make up for 
recently soaring housing prices, par- 
ticularly in the capital, although the 
Absorption Ministry had requested 
higher increases. : 

The ministry had asked for the 
cancellation of ceilings on the prices 
of fiats that ollm may buy with 
government mortgages, because low 
ceflings are said to induce olim to 
make under-the-table contracts for 
part of the flat's price. But the 
Treasury only raised the ceilings. 

A family of olim with two to four” 
members may get a 1L.250,000 loan 


for a Jerusalem flat that costs up to 
1.675.000 under the new regulations. 
A similarly sized family will receive 
1L.165.000 to purchase a flat in the 
rest of the country, if its price is not 
higher than ILA455,000. 

No mortgages are to be granted if 
ἃ Jerusalem flat costs more than 
1L.900,001. or 1L.600,002 in the rest of 
Israel. 

Single olim will receive IL.80,000 to 
buy a flat costing up to 1L.490,000 in 
Jerusalem, and 1L65,000 for a flat 
costing up to IL350,000 if it is located 
elsewhere. 


Larger families, elderly im- 
Tigrants, “mixed couples” of olim 
married to veteran Israelis, and the 
children of olim each have separate 
mortgage schedules. Additional 
details can be obtained from local 
Absorption Ministry offices. 

The Jerusalem Post learned that 
the mi istry is still negotiating with 
the Treasury for cancellation of the 
mortgage ceilings. 


Haifa plant sues workers who closed it

HAIFA, — The Histadrut-owned 
Middle East Tube Company yester- 
day sued eight dismissed workers

The men have appealed 
their dismissals, but the appeal is 
still to be heard by the Histadrut. 

On August, 23, Gil claimed, the 
eight men went to the plant at 5.40 
a.m. and locked the main gate, As a 
result, the 400 workers were unable 
to enter, until the men ended their 
“siege” following police intervention 
at 2.30 p.m. 

Gil said the company had suffered 
serious losses, but was only suing for 
a “minimal amount" to cover the 
days’ wages to the 400 employees, 
losses incurred from idle machinery, 
“capital costs and loss of profit, and 
"goodwill. :

By HYAM COBNEY 
derusaiem Post Correspondent 
LONDON. -- Iraq has begun to 
retaliate against Britain's expulsion 
last month .of a number of its 
diplomats who were suapected of be- 
ing involved in terrorist and in- 

telligence activity. 

The reaction is in the form of 
economic sanctions and could lead to 
a major boycott of British firms and 
goods. 

The Foreign Office has heard 
nothing officially from Iraq since the 
expulsion, but it is believed that a 
number of nearly certain orders 
from Iraqi firms have been cancell- 
ed. 

The Foreign Office said at the time 
of the expulsions that it hoped that 
commercial and cultural relations 
between the two countries would not 
be jeopardized. It hopes now that the 
current retaliation will be no more 
than temporary, particularly as Iraq 
is a substantial and growing trade 
partner, as can be seen from the 
latest figures for two-way trade. 

In the first seven months of this 
year, British exports to Iraq totalled 
over £123m. while imports, mainly 
oil, reached almost £290m. Both 
figures are considerably up on those 
for the same period last year. 


Meanwhile, three other Arab em- 
bassies are understood to be con- 
sidering a ‘‘voluntary” reduction in 
the size of their staffs following ap- 
proaches from Foreign Secretary 
David Owen. 

The Foreign Office spokesman 
told The Jerusalem Post yesterday 
that they would not be issuing any 
“progress reports"’ but it is clear 
that the embassies concerned took 
very careful note of Owen‘s appeal 
and will probably comply rather 
than run the risk of embarrassing 
expuisions. 

King Hussein of Jordan, who has 
arrived here on another of his fre- 
quent “‘private"’ visits, is expected to 
have talks with the foreign secretary 
and Premier James Callaghan 
within the next few days. 

In a related development, three 
Iraqi diplomats expelled from. 
France after the bloody July 81 gun 
battle with police at their Paris em- 
bassy, are now in a Baghdad prison, 
it was learned yesterday. 

The head of the Franco-Arab 
Solidarity Association, Lucien 
Bitterlein told French Television 


that both Iraqi authorities and the 
French embassy in Baghdad had 
told him of the arrests during-a re- 
cent visit to Iraq. 


Vultures wheel over Delhi 
as flood laps Red Fort 


NEW DELHI, (Reuter). — Vultures 
swarmed over flood-stricken areas 
of New Delhi yesterday as thousands 
of starving families huddled on roofs 
awaiting rescue from monsoon 
waters which have engulfed their 
homes. 

The floods, which have reached 
disaster proportions this month, now 
stretch across the country from New 
Dethi to the states of West Bengal 
and Orissa. 

The official death toll has reached 
almost 1,200 though survivors say 
the actual figure is much higher. 

Scores of villages have been swept 
away and more than 1.5 million peo- 
ple driven from their homes. 

North of New Delhi, the rain- 
swollen Jamuna River has been 
transformed into a vast lake. In 
affected areas surrounding the 
capital, families perched above the 
muddy waters while they waited for 


army boats to rescue them. 

The flood waters lapped the walls 
of New Delhi's centuries-old Red 
Fort and almost reached the revered 
last resting places of Mahatma 
Gandhi and Jawaharlal Nehru, who 
led India to independence from 
British rule. 

The campus of Delhi University 
‘was under water. 

According to officia] figures, 489 
people have died in Uttar Pradesh 
state, 281 in Himachal Pradesh, 181 
in Bihar and at least 200 in Delhi, 
Rajasthan, Haryana, Punjab and 
Kashmir. 


Rail communications between the 
northern and eastern regions of the 
country have been cut by the flood 
waters. 

There are suspicions that state 
governments are minimizing the 
death toll to avoid charges of 
negligence from political opponents. 


Marcos says foreign power 
spent $100m. arming rebels _ 


MANILA (Reuter). — President 
Ferdinand Marcos yesterday ac- 
cused an unnamed foreign power of 
spending more than $100m. on 
southern Phillppines Moslem 
secessionists, providing them with 
training, arms and other aid to fight 
the government. 


“This is why the foremost danger " 


facing the Philippines today remains 
the. secessionist _ movement .of. the 
Moro National: Liberation Front 
(MNLF), he told: members of the 
administration-backed National 
Youth Movement headed by his 22- 
year-old daughter. 

Marcos told the movement that he 
had made several secret trips to the 
rebel lairs in the disturbed southern 
provinces to see for himself the 
resources that they were deploying 
against his troops.

Dental surgeon Cecil MacLaren 
said Tracey Cole did not make a 


. sound for hours as she hid with four 


other survivors of an Air Rhodesia 
Viscount which crashed in a war 
zone near the Zambian border on 
Sunday. 

He said they heard footsteps in the 
bush around them during their fear- 
ful night, and he praised Tracey's 
silent bravery. 

“Tracey was marvellous. She 
didn't make the least noise,''- 


MacLaren told the *‘Herald’' — 


newspaper. 

“For hours, we heard footsteps in 
the bush about us and we kept very. 
quiet. You couldn't have a better kid 
with you than Tracey.” 

Other survivors have told how a 
band of guerrillas came out of the

MacLaren was one of 56 people 
who boarded the four-engined 
Viscount at the Rhodesian lakeside 
resort of Kariba for a flight to the 
capital, Salisbury.

Soviet mystery: Real value of ruble

MOSCOW. — The ruble is worth $1.49 
in American currency, according to 
the Kremlin, but not long ago it was 
selling rubles to Poles for the 
equivalent of 11 cents each. 

A well-dressed Russian recently 
approached two Americans and 
ered to buy dollars for four rubles 
each. 

A television set selling for the 


equivalent of $104 in a Moscow store | 


that accepts only special, foreign 
eurrency-backed “‘coupon rubles’ 
costs exactly four times as much at a 
Soviet department store. 

Such are the monetary mysteries 
for a foreigner living in the Soviet 
Union — a world superpower whose 
currency has about the same inter- 
-national status as that of Oz. 

The ruble and the lengths to which 
the government goes to prop it up 
have become ἃ favourite topic of 
diplomatic conversation here ever 
since the Soviet police dragged 
American businessman Francis J. 
Crawford out of his car on June 21 
and arrested him on currency- 
speculation charges. 

‘The spotlight on Crawford, now on 
trial in a Moscow court, has il- 
luminated a bizarre currency 
system. 

It is a system that contains at least 

four different kinds of rubies, each 
with its own value. It is as if the U.S. 
had four different paper bills, each 
called a dollar but one worth $1.75, 
one worth $1.25, one worth 75 cents 
and one worth 25 cents. 
_ There are a lot of rules about who 
may legally use certain types of 
rubles, under what circumstances, 
and in what quantity, but the govern- 
ment seems ly to keep the 
details hazy. “I think it could be 
damn difficult for a‘-foreigner~to 
avoid a technical violation of one 
sort or another because I don't think 
you really know what the rules are," 
commented one diplomatic source. 

Foreigners cannot pay many of 
their bills with the ruble that is legal 
tender for most Russians. The 
government will not accept it. It 


‘Baby recipes’ — unromantic, and not foolproof 


WASHINGTON (AP). — Scientists 
are working on baby recipes, known 
as sex contro}, designed to improve 
the odds of choosing a child's sex. 

But even for parents who follow 
the unromantic directions — the 
most reliable involve artificial in- 
semination — the results are far 
from foolproof. And 530 far, the boy 
recipe has been the most successful. 

“Sex selection has virtually no 
credibility,*’ says Dr. Ronald 
Ericsson, a reproductive 
physiologist in Sausalito, California, 
who has patented one technique for 
influencing the sex of babies. 

“We don't claim to have a method 
that is absolute,” said Ericsson, who 
did post-doctoral work in en- 
docrinology at the University of 
Wisconsin. ‘‘We're dealing in 
biology. not witchcraft."

BIRMINGHAM, England (AP}.— A 
world authority on smallpox, found 
last Friday with his throat cut 
following disclosure that a woman 
working above his laboratory had 
contracted the disease, died here 
yesterday. 

Doctors at Birmingham Accident 
Hospital switched off the life support 
machine which had been sustaining 
Prof. Henry Bedson, 48, since he was 
admitted in critical condition. Doc- 
tors said they took the decision after 
they told Bedson's wife he had no 
hope of recovery. 


Police said foul play was not in- 
volved in the injury to Bedson. But 
they declined to say specifically that 
his wound was self-inflicted. 

Bedson headed a virus laboratory 
which may have been the source of 
Britain's firat case of smallpox in 
five years. The professor. head of the 
Birmingham Medical Schoo}’s 
department of medical microbiology 
and virology. was one of 300 persons

For it is not only the actual 
commission of a security offence 
that ia required before the portals of 
the courts martial may be closed toa 
lawyer, but also the fear that a 
lawyer may be placed in such a 
situation in which he may, even in- 
advertently, jeopardize the security 
of the state. Such fear, the court 
held, could be based on even the 
flimsiest of evidence, or on the 


| lawyer's own actions and public 


statements. 

IN the particular case un- 
der consideration, the court held that 
even if the lawyer concerned had 
never, either knowingly or un- 
knowingly, given any military infor- 
mation to the hostile bodies with 
whom she came into contact, that 
did not mean thet there was not an 
everpresent danger of her doing so. 
For it is a well-known fact that 
-hostile elements have. ways and 
means of extracting information of 
use to themselves, even though it 
may appear to be Intrinsically unim- 
portant, and they do so unbeknown to 
their victims. Whoever has contacts 
with such elements, even with the 
best of intentions and the purest of 
politica) motives, is fair bait for the 
trap set by these elements and is 
doomed to become an unconscious 
tool in their hands.” 

Im the case of the petitioner, the 
court had no doubt that the hostile 
elements with whom. she consorted 
were. well aware that. she often 
appeared as defence counsel in 
courts martial and that she could 
prove a fruitful source of informa- 
tion for them, even involuntarily, for 
that reason. The fact that she, for 
her part, might not wish to serve as 8 
-tool in their hands was quite irrele- 
vant. 

In short, the High Court elected to 
give preference to the well-being and 
security of the state over and above 


the individual's right to pursue the 


profeasion of his choice to his best 
advantage. is Daisy

LA FLAMENGRIE, France. — 
Mayor Maurice Delbove needs 
signatures from the French preal- 
dent and the King of Belgium just to 
put up a stop sign at the main in- 
tersection here. 

The European Economic Com- 
munity may talk ν of erasing 
borders. But the 208 residents of this 
village -— where the tortuous 
Franco-Belgian frontier passes five 
times -- find straddling nations still 
poses problems. 

Take the mailman, Rene Roucoux. 
He livea on the French side of the 
street. Each visit to his mother is an 
International journey. She lives on 
the Belgian side of his street. 

And then there's the stop sign. 
Delbove recently decided to put it up 
at La Flamengrie’s main crossroad, 
which lies exactly on the frontier. 

Police said that since the road ran 
through ‘‘dead Jand” belonging to 
both countries — or perhaps neither 
— the mayor would need written

a@'Estaing and Belgium's King 
Baudouin. 

Delbove says he is still waiting for 
the documents. 

“We used to have customs officers 
and passport controllers right in the 
middle of town,"’ says Delbove. 

A farmer, for instance, could not 
take his milk across the street to be

turned into cheese unless he paid 
customs. 

Since 1962, when the EEC abolish- 
ed travel restrictions and customs 
between France and Belgium, La 
Flamengrie has relaxed somewhat. 
But cars that used to slow down for 
frontier checks now roar through un- 
hindered, and accidents have in- 
creased..Hence the need for a stop 
sign. 

Fifty-eight stone markers still dot 
the village, hardly noticed by 
passers-by. Some bear the Fleur de 
Lys, symbol of the bygone Bourbon 
era, on one side, and on the other 
side, the double eagle of the Austrian 
empire; which ruled Belgium two 
centuries ago. 

Attempts have been made to 
straighten out the border by ex- 
changing plots of land. But these 


arrangements always seemed to 
leave matters more complicated. 

Why don't the two governments 
get together to sort it out? Delbove 
casts a mocking glance in the direc- 
tion of Paris, 176 km. to the south, 
then toward Brussels, 88 km. east. 
He says he'll be happy enough to get 
that stop sign authorized. 

Wars tend to divide cities into 
hostile halves, as in Jerusalem, 
Beirut or Berlin. In La Flamengrie. 
war has brought the 110 Frenchmen 
and 98 Belgians together, for they 
have often faced a common enemy. 

“We have always gotten along 
very well," said the mayor. “Of 
course, during the Tour de France 
bicycle race, the French back a 
Frenchman, the Belgians back a 
Belgian. We even tell ethnic jokes 
about each other, but always in good 
spirits." 

The municipality recently wrote to 
the European Parliament in 
Strasbourg proposing La 
Flamengrie as ἃ symbol! of continen- 
tal unity. 

Through a complicated arrange- 
ment, natives of Flamengrie can 
have dual nationality. "My mother is 
Belgian, my grandfather was 
French, his wife was Belgian, and I 
became French," says the mailman 
Roucoux. ‘Get it? No? Neither do I, 
but what can we do?" 


Nonsense, cries the philosopher 


WITH A pang in his heart, youthful 


philosopher Bernard-Henri. Levy . 


appeals to the gauchistes, whose 
good intentions he admires, τὸ look 
reality in the face and admit that 
their model of the millennium Jeads 
only to new savagery. 

The leftists maintain that the good 
core of man is stifled by the thin 
layer of power-wielders. If we could 
only remove the power centres, they 
argue, mankind would live happy 
and free ever after. 

Nonsense, cries the philosopher, in 
La Barbarie & Visage Humain 
(Grasset). Power is inherent in the 
human condifion. Try to remove it, 
and humanity sinks into a state of 
dark slavery. 

Of course, capitalism is, in the 
author's eyes, Barbarity Incarnate. 
He does not bother to inquire into its 
nature, to distinguish between con- 
flicting forms of capitalism. The evil 
of capital is axiomatic. Capitalism 
must be replaced by some better 
order. 


LEVY thinks highly of the good In- 
tentions of socialists. But the 
socialists see the world in the 

light. They believe in a “‘linear” 
history, in its inexorable progress. 
They are on the lookout for an oppor- 
tunity to seize power in order to 
abolish Power. 

What’ they lead to is simply a 
reversal of the capitalist order of 
things. Marx waa just "A German 
bourgeois,’ as ἃ French biographer, 
Francoise Paul-Levy, recently 
described him. What Marx en- 
visaged was the reconstruction of 
the world by other protagonists. 

Levy quotes from Marx to stress 
the point that the latter used the 
term “proletariat” to describe an ar- 
tificial, temporary formation of 
revolution-perpetrating groups, not 
the mass of have-nots. In short, 
Marx envisaged the proletariat as a 
sort of Revolutionary Soldiers’ Class 
whose aim was to fight, not to rule. 


ALL RULE comes from a master, 
and there is a master in every ΒΟΣΊ of 
regime, our author claims. The mass 
of working people lead 2 dull ex- 
istence, and are not encouraged to 
think. Solzhenitsyn's Gulag series 
had the effect of a sledgehammer on 
the author’s conscience, bringing 
him to reality. Levy describes the 
Russian ag “the Shakespeare of our 
times,‘* because he dared to describe 
the misery of existence. 
Bernard-Henri Levy's interests 
are philosophical, not political. He 
hates the politicians for using 
josophers for their aims. The 
“Spirit of "68" was squandered by 
the pollticlans in factional 
manoeuvres. The socialists in 
France now speak practically the 
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same language as the communists, 
and both refuse to analyse where 
their beliefs lead to. In the author's 
view, Euro-Communism, in par- 
ticular, deserves being called ‘‘Bar- 
barity with a Human Face” (the title 
of his book). 


THE BASIC optimism of both 
capitaliam and socialiam seems 
rather deceptive to the philosopher. 
History leads nowhere. At times, the 
author toys with the idea that China 
provided some hope; but not really. 
“All I wanted to show was that the 


theoretical tools of Marxism do not 
work to.explain the drama and suf- 
fering of modern man.” . 
τῆς “ready:made*' moral moul 
of Marxism cannot fit everybody: 
Freedom being his ultimate aim, the 
philosopher should ‘‘rethink the im- 
age of our societies, use new 
schedules, new systems of power." 
Levy still wants to be a rebel. He is 
a ‘*metaphysician, artist and 
moralist."’ But, being also a 
“nominalist to the end,"’ he prefers 
to find a different word from 
“socialism"' to describe his aim. 
However, he doesn't yet know what 
it is. It is high time, therefore, ‘‘to 
write new treatises of morality.” 
s Which he might do, in another 
ook.

Volunteer nurses who 
cost 1L3,000

TEL AVIV. — When is a voluntecr 
“nurse's ald" not a volunteer? 
“When you have to pay 113,000 a 
month for her services, You can't 
shave it hoth ways: to dentand money 
and then get credit for being a 
-volunteer.” says Dr. Lea Zwanger, 
head of the nuraing services of Kupat 


1 Holfm.- 


She was referring to the way an 
organization called “Voluntéers 
Evhitnadvut). is run by 
the Hapoe] Hamizrahi faction of the 
National Rellgious Party. The 
group, headed by Dav Froman οἵ 


Jerusalem, dealt (among other . 


things) with placing girls wha were 
exempt from military service on 
religioua grounds, but who felt an in- 
ner need to serve their cquntry in 
another way. So they worked in 
hospitals. 

What irked Dr. Zwanger moat was 
two things: “First, Froman is not 
only demanding money — last year 
it was only IL#40 a month, the year

in which hospitals the girls can work, 
He wants them all fn hospitals in the 
centre of the country, where we have 
enough help.

Dr. Zwanger, with all her. criticism

Mrs. Ora 
Gez, who is responsible for per- 
suading newcomers to join Kupat 
Holim, went on to say: "They are 
wonderful girls, Intelligent, kind, 
consctentious and hard-working. But 
just the same. the sum we are charg: 
δὰ for thelr services ia high. 
Moreover, they cannot work 
nightshifts or Saturdays. After we

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train them, they fulfil the same furc- 
tfons as any other trained woman — 
who alao receives about 1L3,000 2 
month, and who works night shifts 
and holidays," 
- Last year the volunteer saciety 
sent Kupat Holim 36 girls of which 
six dropped out during the year. This 
year it Ia offering 43 girla. Dr. 
Zwanger then tackled another 
problem, which “although not so 
scandalous." was probably much 
more serious in the long run, for it 
showed that a new trend was 
developing In the profession. More 
and more of the nurses preferred to 
work part-time instead of accepting 
a full past, and this created shor- 
tages, 

“There are enough nurses in the 
country. We are graduating them 
faster than ever before. Our crop of 
registered nurses this year is 180 in 
bur sever schoola. This compares to 
140 last year and 100 in 1976," she 
sata, : 

Esther Reich, national supervisor 
of Kupat Holim hospitals, noted that 
in same places 60 percent of the 
nurses worked only part-time. “We 
ean understand their position,” she 
explained. If a nurse works part- 
time two dayshifta and two 
nightshifts, she doesn't need help in 
her home to take care of her kids, 
and she pays very low income taxes, 
Anurse who holds a full position, has 
to employ help to keep home for her 
and take care of the kids — and then 
the income tax takes a big bite out of 
her salary, All in all, both types of 
nurses have about the same money 
at their disposal after a month's 
work. 

Kupat Holim has 6,700 positions for 
nurses (both registered and prac- 
tical). It takes some 9,500 nurses to 
fill these posts. 

Kupat Holim, according to Miriam 
Schmidt, who 15 the nationa! super- 
visor of nursing education in the sick 
fund, noted that Kupat Holim had 


recognized the trend, “waa fighting 
it. yet going along with it." s 

It was fighting it by asking the 
nurses to sign a three-year contract 
for full-time work, and also by 
“upgrading, through special 
courses, practical nurses to the 
grade of registered nurses.” It was 
going along with the trend by allow- 
ing some 275 mothers, without any 
nursing experience, to study nursing 
part-time — during the morning 
hours, until they can take up posts as 
practical nurses. Many of these 
mothers, it seems, will work part- 
time after graduating. 

Dr, Zwanger rejected the idea of 
importing nurses from abroad to 
overcome the shortage caused by 
focal nurses working only part-time. 
“The idea had been studied,"’ she 
said, “‘Nurses from Singapore, who 
spoke English and who had been 
trained according to the English 
system (which differed from the 
Israeli), were willing to come “if we 
paid thelr air flight, about 120,000 
lround-trip), and if we paid them 
1L100 an hour plus lodgings and food. 

“We pay our own reg red 
nurses about {L35 an hour. If we 
were to pay them 1100 an hour, I 
promise, there would never be ἃ 
shortage of nurses here.”"

During World War ΤΙ it came from 
India, later again from Britain and 
‘Turkey. The coal arrived crushed 
down to particles of one to three 
millimetres, and was moistened in 
transit to Haifa. “Only the people 
who worked on handling the coal got 
black. Nothing else did. Wet coal 
doesn't pollute,” Dr. Starkman said.

No Egged buses

The government will not allow the 
Ministry of Transport toe accept an 
invitation by British Leyland to send 
an engineer to inspect the quality of 
the company's new buses. The deci- 
sion was made jointly by the 
Ministries of Transport, Finance and 
Foreign Affairs. 

Leyland is trying to sel) Egged its 
new B 21-type bus, of which, accor- 
ding to the ‘Financial Times,”’ only 
25 units have been sold. 

Egged is at present negotiating for 
the purchase of 2,000 buses over the 
next five years. It wants to buy some 
150 buses from Leyland. But the 
government, which has to approve 
the deal, wants Leyland to 
démonstraté in’ public that ft'is no 
longer giving In to the Arab boycott 
against Israel. 

The government has made the 
following conditions before it will ap- 
prove any deals with Leyland: it 
wants the firm to announce that it 
is resuming relations with Israel and 
that it will build a bus assembly 
plant here. 

The company was informed of 
these demands, but since it made no 
reply the transport engineer has not. 
been allowed to leave for Britain.

Haifa U. and the municipality settle 
long-standing financial dispute

HAIFA. — Haifa University and the 
municipality have buried the 
hatchet, settling a long-standing dis- 
pute over mutual financial claims, 
These arose from differences on who 
is to repay the loans, running to 
about IL40m., from banks and 
building contractors, which financed 
the construction of the university 
campus of Mt. Carmel, mainly the 

Eshkol Tower. 

Unlike the other universities here, 
that of Haifa was founded and for 
many years financed by the 
municipality — this in spite of the 
fact that it serves the entire north, 
with a population of about a million. 

Right after the agreement was 
signed at the city hall last Friday, 
university treasurer Naftali Witman 
handed city treasurer Gavriel 
Boduch cheques totallying IL22m. 
These amounts had been set aside 
over several years for this purpose. 
In return for this the municipality 
agreed to repay all outstanding loans 
to banks and building firms, due 
between now and 1982. The loans 
total close to IL40m. 

The agreement also makes Haifa 
University the sole lessee for the 
next hundred years (and de facto 
owner! of 725 dunams of land on 
which the campus and the student 
dormitories are located. 

The agreement was negotiated by 
the legal advisers and the treasurers 
of both sides, Ze'ev Rivlin and 
Boduch for the city, Rahmani Wolf- 
son and Witman for the university. It 
was signed by Mayor Yeruham 


Gershon Avner, and their aides. 
The dispute was to have been

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Unsung heroes 


“J SUPPOSE you could call it a kind of Zionism." That is how 
young Steve Hilmes described his volunteering for the 
Jerusalem police bomb removal squad, in an article published 
in The Jerusalem Post only last Friday. On Tuesday morning 
sapper Steve Hilmes was critically injured while approaching a 
terrorist device discovered minutes earlier by an Arab worker 
ata gas storage depot. A gas company employee was also badly 
wounded in the explosion. : 

By Zionism, the ex-U.S. policeman meant, as he himself put 
it, trying to help people. At its Beirut headquarters, the PLO 
took full credit for this latest murderous attempt which, it said, 
was part of the armed struggie against Zionism. 

The proper reply to the butchers of Beirut will no doubt come 
in due course. It will indeed be part of a relentless struggle that 
— unlike the conflict between the State of Israel and the 
neighbouring Arab lands — admits of no compromise, 

Meanwhile, however, the citizens of this country might pause 
to consider what they owe these unsung heroes, bomb disposal 
experts like Steve Hilmes, for shielding them from rampaging 
terrorism that works by stealth and deception. And all parties 
concerned might ponder how best to assure the sappers' longer, 
and safer, lives. 

During the relatively short period of his service in the 
Jerusalem squad, a little over a year, and until last Friday, 
Steve Hilmes is reported to have handled 25 bombs. Two of these 
exploded while he was still working on them. ‘“‘Luckily in each 
case he was using protective equipment and was not injured.” 

It was virtually certain that a similar proportion of his future 
assignments would also end up with a bang: complete safety is 
impossible in this hazardous business. The only question was 
whether he was suitably protected, so as not to get hurt — at 
least not seriously hurt. 

The typical gear worn by Hilmes on his Tuesday job — a short 
flack jacket and a helmet — was woefully inadequate. It is true 
that sappers have been reluctant to put on all the elaborate 
equipment that is available to them. They have contended that 
it is impossibly cumbersome for fast work, especially in the 
summer months. Perhaps, too, fatalists that they tend to be, the 
men have been taking too many needless risks. 

But this does not excuse their superior officers for not in- 
sisting on strict adherence to regulations. More important, the 
regulations, notably in the gear they dictate, must be lax to the 
point of frivolity. Surely lighter and sturdier equipment could by 
now have been either purchased or developed, to meet sappers' 
objections. 

It has, indeed, been reported that the police obtained, some 
time ago already, mare sophisticated, and safer, means of 
bomb detection and disposal than those currently in use. The in- 
credible reason given for the failure to put them into the field is 
that they have not been fully mastered by police personnel. The 
results have been dreadful, and could prove fatal. ᾿ 

The nerve-racking work of ἃ police sapper can never receive 
its full compensation in terms of money. Besides, as Steve 
Hilmes made clear, money can hardiy be a consideration in 
accepting this kind of job: it is rather the feeling that ‘I'm 
better qualified for this job than other people are.” 
Nevertheless, it must be said that, whatever respect the people . 
of this country have for the sappers, ia not shown in their 
monthly pay slips. ,
